"While state expenditures have 
been rapidly rising.'* Buehler said. 
"The major general fund taxes on 
lquor, cigarettes. Inheritance and 
orporatlons have been pushed to 
high levels. 
"A study of the tax systems of 
l l leading states," he added, "show­ 
ed that Pennsylvania ranked at or 
near the top in the reliance placed 
upon each of these taxes, consider­ 
ing all the state and local taxes 
and liquor store profits."

also said that the estimated revenue 
from the sales tax, which becomes 
effective September I, may provi­ 
so be too high.
